TO TAKE MORE FAVORABLE POSITION IF HE COULD BE APPROACHED 
SEPARATELY FROM RAJARATNAM, WHO HAD NONALIGNED CONSIDERATIONS 
IN MIND. DR. SOH ALSO THOUGHT THAT IF INDONESIA COULD BE 
PERSUADED TO VOTE FOR FRIENDLY RESOLUTION AND AGAINST HOSTILE 
RESOLUTION, SINGAPORE WOULD BE MUCH MORE LIKELY TO GO THE SAME
